Some of 
the men were very busy catching 
trains for home, but a feir were seen 
and interviewed, and gave some in- 
tcristing accounts of their careers as 
members of the Hospital. 

Hale and hearty and looking none 
the worse for his experience while a 
member ot No. 3 (McGill) General 
Hospital in France, Cyril K. Church, 
B.A., Med. 'Ifi, arrived In Ixjwn yp.-trr-

«lijrli was stationed at Dannes-Ca- 
iiiurs, nciu Hoiilogno, in l'"rance.

were treated by the officera. He said 
that the officers and men go around 
together and mix wilh one another 
quite often, and the result of this is 
that the men like their superiors and 
are always working to do their level 
bf Pt. In Church's opinion, Hits is one 
of the gi oateat factors in the .success 
of the Hospital, which contained about 
l.oon beds. 

Ktish Aft«r Battle of Luos. 

t'hiirrli EHvr a very \ivifl jirconnt 
of the arrival of the wounded ;ifter the 
battle of I,oo.s. Ile say'; that, ihe men 
came in with a rush for i»o weck.s' 
lime. During this period bolli the of- 
ficers and the men worked fcvcri.sh- 
ly night and day. T^t the greater 
pait of the time the men were kept on 
duty from ] 8 to 24 hours, and regular 
sleep was practically out ot the ques- 
tion. 

"The men," lie said, "would go to 
bed at about 9 o'clock at night and 
would sleep for alwut an hour and a 
hair, when a convoy filled with 

v.ounded troops would arrive. .Natur- 
ally we would have to jump oui of bed 
immediately and get everything ready 
for their accommodation and (Omfort. 
{The patients would come in one by 
one and would then l)e brought before 
tlic nur.se. who took all Ihe necessary 
information regarding Iho wounded 
soldier's rank and regiment. Then we 
saw to it that the soldiers were bathed 
because they were all very muddy and 
dirty, and had not taken a bath for 
weeks and perhaps months. After 
that they were given something to 
drink and put to fbed. 

"It would take us about two hours 
to handle a convoy, and as a result wc 
w Oil Id go \n bed at about one o'clock 
in the morning again. Thi.s did not 
ne< essarily mean that we were to sleep 
until the sun rose, for another convoy 
wouUI Arrive about two h'jiir.^ later, 
and as a re.-suli we would have to get 
(Mil or lipd again. I'sually. during this 
rush wc would have to work on until 
about 8 o'clock in the morning, when 
the regular day's routine would begin 
once more. This was more hard work, 
but we did it Joyfully, knowing that 
wc were helping men who had dons 
Ibeir duly In the trenches." 

McGill Officer Oave Blood. 

In speaking ot the relation between 
the officcra and men, Church related 
an Incident, showing how an of- 
ficer of the McGllI Hospital allowed 
hiB blood fohe transfused toa wound- 
ed private, in order that lie migiit 
.stand a chance (rf remaining alive. 
The soldier had .iiist arrived from llie 
trrnrhe«!. and was just at the point of 
dralli, there being little or no Iiope of 
sa'.ing liis life. He had a badly 
onod wound, and although there was 
not. very much hope of Raving him, the 
medical officers of tho McGill unit 
thought that his only chance to re- 
main alive was by traattaalon of 
blood. 

Hearing of this, one of the officers 
I cadily coBseated to offer his blood in 
order that the BOldier% life might be 
spared. As a result, the doctors gave 
the soldier at first one tube of the of- 
ficer's blood. The rffert of lliis was 
.simply marvellous for tlif nionicut.

Historical Club Starts the New 
Year Most Favorably. 



GENERAL DISCUSSION 



Bosnia and Herzegovina and 
Agadir Ai-e the Subjects 
of Papers 



The 1916 programme ot the Histor- 
ical Club was continued with the 
fourth meeting at tbe Honorary Pre- 
sident's House last night. The usual 
brace of papers were on Ibe subjects 
of the two Causes Cclcbrc.-s of Uosnla 
and Agadir. The meeting opened 
shortly after eight, and tbe rresldeut 
then called on F. C. Auld to give 
bis paper ou Dosuia. 

Tbe speaker said be liad not wni- 
teu his paper in full, and intended lo 
treat Bosnia not so much as a cause 
célèbre and a historical unit, as the 
occasion to treat of the Eastern ques- 
tion in relation to Bosnia. 

Starting from as far back as the 
fourteenth century, the speaker show- 
ed bow the whole history of the Slavic 
countries in tbe Balkans had been one 
of the most acute struggles tor cxisl- 
enoe and national power. When the 
Turks invaded the Balkans in the 
fourteenth century, they beat the 
Serbians and Bulgars, and then found 
themselves faced by the Austrian 
house ot the'Hapsburgs. The Treaty 
ot Belgrade later on icsiilied in the 
external power wielded in ibe llalk- 
ans. half by the German clement and 
half by the Turkish. 

During the last two hundred and 
fifty years tbe record of the Slavs in 
the peninsula bas been of siriigj;lf. 
Austria and Russia have l)ccn iho two 
main powers. Of tbe latter, her chief 
object, on Iho whole, has been to raise 
the standard of civilization amongst 
her fcllow-((niiitrymeu. But Austria 
bas been cousistently anti-Slavic. 

After much diplomatic juggling, and 
treaty-making, the situation wassorac- 
whai crystallized by the Treaty oX 
Berlin, whidi deprived Russia of all 
she had acquired in the Balkans, and 
was really a complete victory for the 
German parly. Austria got control 
ot Bosnia, and thus struck a bad blow 
at tbe aspirations of the Slav nations. 
While Austria's rule was beneficial in 
many ways. It completely killed, or 
tried to kill, all traces of nationalism 
In the country under her control. Aus- 
tria also became a real first rank 
power in the Balkans by ibis tifat>. 

Things went on niticb the sanie in 
Serbia till the accession of the Kara- 
georgcvilch dynastv. wliicli mined the 
country definitely anii-Ausirian. Aus- 
tria then waged a tariff war against 
Serbia during iniiT. 

When Aiisliia annexed Busula. and 
thus deliberately broke the Merlin 
Treaty, Russia was nniazed and an- 
gered, while the British and French 
showed pily for the Young Turks, who 
were tLen apparently on the road to 
carry out some radical reforms. To 
Serbia it mean tthe death of all Slavic 
ambitions. 

The humiliation ot Russia was com- 
plete, and tbe world was thunder-\ 
struck when she suddenly announced 
that she recognized tbe annexation. 
This Astounding announcement was 
brought about by the threat ot Oer. 
many to back up Austi-la with arms 
It Russia was unruly. Tbe final re- 
sult ot tbe whole thing was that it 
showed tho Balkans that they mii.'^^i 
rely on themselves only for any pro- 
gress Ihey wished to make. 

This very fine treatment of the sub- 
ject was followed by a discission, 
headed by Dr. f:olby, wlio amplified 
many points taken up by Mr. Auld. 

The second paper of Uie evening 
was on the .Morocco incident of inil. 
At tbe outset. .Mr. Hollinn pointed out 
that Ihe present war has been lonK 
brewing. It is not the result of a 
single incidcni, but of a series of 
crises, of which Ihc Agadir episode Is 
one. 

In ail recent moves on the part of 
European Powers, Germany has been 
an interested party. She arrived late 
OR tbe Mené,* and, in consequence, did 
not possess tbe colonies wUcb the 
other Powers bad acquired during tbe 
period ot growth and development. 
Furthermore, by reason of her rapid 
increase in population and her grow-i 
ing trade, Germany was in need ofj 
colonies. Tbe most desirable of tbe ' 
possible locations had been taken up 
by other nations, and. atjicmp iho rest. 
Germany soughf for a suiialiic omict. 

In Morocco, the growth anil ilcvcl- ! 
opmenl was apparent, but for a long' 
time Ibis state bad been divided by. 
Spain and France. in Umi',, Germany 
showed that she was a coming power 
by her attitude lo ibe Algeeiras 
Tieaiv Sir years later, when France 
prac liiiilty took possession of Moroc- 
co. Germany protested, and, when tbe 
dispute waxed warm, sent the Pan- 
ther to the scene of iroiilile. To the 
world the reason advanced was the 
protection of German interests in tbe 
northern coast of Africa. The mat. 
1er looked saspicioos to tbe other 
iCoati^oed pa Page 4.).

Things Theatrical 
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The Average College Man 



WAS SIGNALLING OFFICER 



News of Other McGill Men Who 
Are With His Majesty's 
Foixes. 



There are truths which must strike home to eveiy one of us 
in the following remai'ka of Prof. E. W. GoodHue, of Colgate Uiii- 
; versity, on the subject of "The Average College Man of To-day": 
"Many elements in college life are valuable; — among them, 

• Joyalty, enthusiasm, the power of initiative. On the other hand, 
there are some elements that are not so valuable. We find the 

I average college man of to-day a self-centred, "cocky" individual, 
f who feels his great knowledge. But this won't do for the world 
. in general, so consequently, after college, the average college man 
has to be humbled. 'Are you efficient?' is the question that the 

• world asks of the college man. How will you answer it? There 
; is a type of supercilious, smug, conceited college man, who regai'ds 

life as a sucked orange, but who finds when he comes to the end 
[ of life that he really doesn't know so much of it after all. This 
■ type is not efficient 

"The colllege man to-day is an extreme individualist,, — more 
; than that, — he is an extreme egoist. Very few men ever come 
; to college ^vith the central idea of getting an education. But they 
: usually get it just the same, for education has many and various 
: sides. However, a man can't become educated by doing one tiling, 
h — be it athletics, music, dramatics, or classroom work. The road 

of failure in college is marked with men who were successes — - in 

one line. 

"Our fault in college is that we are taking courses and doing 
; other things that point toward a particular thing, or a certain 
business. We have a bread-and-butter attitude towards our 
courses, and have little interest in the other man's courses. If a 
course doesn't give an individualistic and particular training, and 
doesn't contribute toward our goal of $1,000,000, we say it's no 
^ good. • Because we don't like mathematics is no reason per se why 
;• we àhouldnt:take a 'Math.' course. Many courses that have no 
apparent or immediate benefit are of great value, — perhaps as 
memory training courses, or perhaps as courses that stimulate 
individual thinking. It is the big-visioned, big-hearted man, who 
is making good, other things being equal. We get the average 
man here. We should endeavor to make them big-visioned and 
big-hearted. 

"We are too selfish. We are little peanut selves trying to 
benefit at the expense of the other man. And this applies to 
groups as well as to individuals. Are you genuinely interested 
in the other fellow? Suppose you are a musician, and are inter- 
ested in music. Are you really interested in the other fellow's 
ittualc, or are you a trifle jealous of his music ? In a phrase, are 
you willing to subordinate yourself for the good of the organiza- 
tion?" 



Editorial Notes 



The letter of Mr. Moran, published in the Correspondence 
Column of The McGill Daily this morning, is worthy of the atten- 
tion of leaders of college activities. 



One of the most glaring forms of "fake" journalism in Canada 
and the United States has been the signed article by the promi- 
nent amateur or professional athlete, an article pui-porting to 
report contests and to judge the same. The fact has been, in 
many cases, that the article had a journalist for its author, the 
athlete selling his name to be appended to the story. Under the 
new code for amateurs, just adopted at the largest conference 
representative of athletes ever held in the country, it has been 
decreed that hereafter an athlete who thus trades on hia prowess 
must be debarred, if detected and proved guilty. Now for en- 
forcement of the rule !

These certainly cannot be said 
lo fill properly the place that the so- 
cial side of a college education should 
do. Tills year Ihcy are naturally few- 
er still, but r,oinQ good use use can be 
made of the.in, even so. At some see- 
ondary tinivcrsitlcs like Sackvillo, 
N.n., anil preparatory colleges like 
Belleville CoUose, Out., there is spe- 
cial attention paid to ilil.i side of stu- 
dent lire, itcgular si-hcdulcs are drawn 
up and carried out under proper direc- 
tion in the various forms of amuse- 
ment and sport with a view to mak- 
ing co-education a re^l factor. Here 
the Campus Rink, to deal with one 
thing only, baa never been a success, 
and the cause Is not hard to find. No 
instilution is a success when it has no 
direction or control. The rink Is con- 
trolled of course from n financial 
staniipoint. Tho Students' Council 
see;, la tluii. lJul nobody regards the 
rink as a nioney-niaking proposition. 
It is Instituted to foster social life, and 
this aspect of it is certainly not dir- 
ecifd. We all know ilie existing slate 
or affair.-;, in .spile of tho fact Ihal tho 
rink is supposed lo lie a place where 
the Ji.V.C. and buy students meet for 
FOfiai enjoyment. What happens Is 
this: AVlih iho exception of perhapa 
halt a dozen boys who have had an op- 
portunity to meet girls elsewhere, the 
boys arc going their way and the girls 
theirs. Perfectly Icgiliraatc, of course, 
but a million miles from tbe object for 
■vVhich the rink was institulcd. If a 
boys is unforlunalo (?) enoifgh to 
have his e(iilr<' of cravit.v lihlficd so 
lo cause inisMlilf cqullltirium, im- 
pact with one of tho lady students Is 
not an infi caueut result, and of course 
by the time they pick each other up 
they perhaps regard theinselves fut- 
flc.irntly introduira lo have a skate. 
This, however, is not a rational way 
to run such an institution, trusting to 
the chances of fate for an accidental 
or other fall. Rising to a more seri- 
ous vein, aud the one in which this 
is meant to bo written, the fact re- 
mains that tho great majority of stu- 
dents complete a college course with- 
out becoming acquainted with r. i)er 
cent of the lady students at McGill. 
We do not think this is Inlendcd or 
wished for, but we all know it is true. 

'ilieie ip no desire lieio to offer 
criticism wlihli is not constructive. 
There i.^ a rcnioily not far to find aud 
not impracticable to use. At the Cen- 
tral V.M.C.A. and y.W.C.A. commit- 
tees this year, it was decided to take 
over the use of one of the city rinks 
one night a week for the solo use of 
tho members of tiiesd two organisa- 
tions. On these nights, representa- 
tives of each organization are on hand 
to introduce Y. M. and Y. W. members, 
and to make possible a saue form of 
social life. What is wrong with our 
own local McGill Y. M. ana V. W. or- 
ganizations? We think the Students' 
Council would be only too happy to 
co-operate witii them to make pos- 
sible a similar state of affaira among 
the R.V.C. and boy students.

Additional details concerning the 
death of Lieut. Itoginald.P. Cowen, 
Scl. '06, signalllns officer of the 6tli 
Battalion, Border Regiment, have been 
received by the office of tbe Registrar 
of tho University. 

Lieut. Cowen, who during big course 
at McGill was a papular undergrad- 
uate, died of dyse.itcry contracted at 
Suvla Bay during the operaltons on 
the I'euiusula of Gai'lpnll, aud was 
buried at sea near Malta on August 16 
last. 

Lieut. Cowen was a son of the late 
Robert W. Cowcu, J. P., and was born 
at Mill Elicrs, Dalston, Cumberland, 
on August 21, 18S4. Ho was educated 
at M. Raiko's (Windermere), Gigglca- 
wick. and at McGIU. where he fol- 
lowed a course In the Kaculty of Ap- 
plied Science, being graduated in 3!iû6. 
IjQler he studied for a time at Frei- 
burg, Baden, Germany. At school and 
at college, Lieut. Cowen waa promin- 
ent in athletics, and especially so In 
football. 

After graduation, Lijeut. Cowen was 
for a siiort time with Musseu's Limit- 
ed In Montreal, following which he 
was vice-president and a director or 
the Atlas Construction Company, con- 
crete engineers, Montreal. 

Four days after the declaration ot 
war Mr. Cowen enlisted as a private 
I at Carlisle, England, In the 6th Border 
Regiment. He rose rapidly in the 
ranks, and soon was promoted lo be 
sergoaut. In December, 1914, he was 
granted a commission, and at the re- 
quest of his commanding officer was 
gazetted to the same battalion la 
which he had served in the ranks. In 
March. 1015, he was made regimental 
signalling officer. Four months later 
the 6tb Borderers (as port ofthellth 
Division) sailed for Gallipoll. They 
went straight into action after landing 
at Acbi Baba on July 21 under heavy 
ifiie. Lieut. Cowen 'wa« afterwards 
I with the 6th Borderers, who helped 
to make tbe memorable landing at 
Suvla Bay on August 7. A few days 
later he was taken 111.

Ing the men are receiving In drill, 
physical training and bayonet fight- 
ing, by the date on which the cam- 
paign is to be started, the 14Sth will 
have at their disposal a number of 
fully qualified nou-commissioncd offi- 
cers of the very highest grade. This 
Is '^ne of the most important points, 
bL on it must necessarily hinge the 
success of the battalion. 

Whether a inàn will make a good 
soldier or not depends almost entirely 
upon the intUal instructions which he 
leceives. If tho N.C.O. is either n6t 
fully competent, or has the slightest 
tendency towards slackness, the im- 
pression received by Ujo new recru» 
must necessarily bo poor, and this af- 
fects his general conduct tmmodiately. 
On the other hand, whero he is taken 
charge of by an N.C.O., who is fully 
coiiipcleut in every respect, he im- 
parts to the recruit from tho outset 
tho fundamental principles on which 
discipline is built, and further a& 
quires the respect of the man himself. 

Col. Magee is not only givins care 
ful thought to the training of his men, 
but also tfl their comfort, and every 
effort has been made to ensure ti.at 
when the men are off drill, they have 
proper i-ooms and means for light 
amusement. Tho battalion which is 
in such a splendid position to take 
care of the men, both regimentally 
and personally, should be attractive to 
the large number who have deter 
niinetl to live up to their responsibili- 
ties.

The 
Aigcmen Handclsblad states that it Is 
the first time Inat an Amsterdam 
journalist has oecu arrested for a

the letter of the law, but not with 
its spirit.

What hag be -.-me 
of the freedom to .-^pcak our minds, of 
which, a.s Uuichmcn, we ari so 
proud? No one up till now, the Valks- 
dagbad comments, has been arrested 
fur having written against the Allies, 
and yet the things which hara been 
written by partisans of Germany 
against England, Franco an'l Belgium 
are simply shameful.

In a recent address delivered by 
President Falconer, of tho University 
of Toronto, before tho undergraduates 
of the University, tho part played by 
representatives of the L'ulvcisiLy of 
Toronto on active service was the 
chief theme. Tho following Is the text 
of his address, as reported by The 
'Varsity: 

"I wish you all as happy a .New 
Year as is possible iu these distressful 
circumstances. It is a year which 
will bring us to many decisions, to 
hard partings, to far jounicylngs, but 
in such years as this when wo havo 
lo face stern duUes and uuderiako 
eevere tasks we must never forget 
that while we live a day at a time, tho 
fidelity with which wo face the day 
often détermines the quality of a lifu- 
timo. 

"Our traditions are growing npace. 
Each detachment of uur men who go 
overseas acls in a way to stir up our 
pride. We hear of resolution, hero- 
ism, cheerfulness, and word is con< 
stauUy coming through of good things 
weH done. It comes to mo from those 
in high command, of our subalterns 
and privates that they often think of 
Old 'Varsity. They do not forget us; 
we cannot forget them. 

OrccMngs to Men al Froni. 

"it is a cold and tedious winter that 
our men are having in Flanders, iu 
England, In Salonika. To them all 
wo send our wishes for a New Year. 
Wo shall scud these lo them through 
Tho 'Varsity, copies of which will 
reach thcin where they arc. We thank 
them for what they havo done aud aro 
doing for us. Others aro going to 
stand by lliclr side. Wc hope to see 
them all back before the close of au- 
other year, 

"We have endeavored lo keep an uo- 
curatc record as far as possible of 
those from the University who are on 
active service.

ritOFOSEl). 



Honolulu, Hawaii, — A daily ser- 
vice by a fleet of aeroplanes to carry 
mailit from Honolulu to distant islands 
has been proposed, and is now being 
considered by pûstal- officials at 
Washington, who are said to believe 
the Hawaiian Islands will be found 
peculiarly well adapted for making 
the initial experiment, "riio proposi- 
tion has the support of military or- 
ganizations now stationed on the 
Island of Oahti.

Hospital al Sulottikn. 

"Wo have also heard from our hos- 
pital in Salonika, '^has won praise 
from ©very one — from the authorities 
in England, who were pleased not 
only with their equipment, but with 
their willingness to go wherever they 
were sent, and they havo been given 
arduous duties. In order that so 
well equipped a hospital should un. 
dcrgo as little I'Isk as possible they 
were sent In a hospital .ship from 
Alexandria to Salonika, and the chief 
medical officer of the Mediterranean 
accompanied them. Immediately on 
arrival they faced the hardest of tasks 
and performed them so well that Gen. 
McPhcrson, commanding at Salonika, 
•ay.s that they saved the situation. 
Amid furious gales of wind' and sleet, 
and in deep mud, they got their tents 
pitched, and before this was doue 
wounded and sick had come In. In a 
fortnight or three weeks the hospital 
was taxed to the utmost, and, as one 
of the head officers writes, 'if (hoy 
were to do nothing more, they would 
havo Justified their coming, so much 
relief had they given to the nias.s of 
suffering, honumhed, frozen, gangren- 
ous humanity.' Among their patients 
was a Serbian staff officer and a 
British General. They have Just 
cabled for two more doctors to bo .lont 
over. Work, endurance, courage, 
harmony — these arc (he notes of the 
lottera. Surgcon-GrncrnI Roberts ami 
bis staff arc to be congratulated.

Our Duly Here. 

"But what arc we to do? There is 
Sir Robert Borden's call for 250,000 
more men, a most inspiriting chal- 
lenge to the young men of Canada. 
Our efforts are rising. Cannot we say 
with Rupert Brooke, the young poet 
who died recently at the Dardanollcs: 

'Then God bo thanked who has 
matched, us with His hour, 

Aud caught our youth, and wakened 
us from sleeping, 

With hand made sure, clear eye, and 
sharï'Cncd porter.' 

"No listless effort will suffice; like 
true Britons we will not be content 
with a half-finished task. Tlie world 
(s to bo rescued not, by words, but by 
deeds. Canada Is moving through 
her towns, her cities, her countrysides. 
She is awakening to tho meaning of 
this tragedy, her young mion arc 
thiuking that they must have a share 
In ridding tho world of such brutal 
policies as reveal new horrors every 
monlh, ns when a mighty ship like 
the Pei'sia sinks in five minutes with 
women and children aboard— the old- 
stock Canadian from farm, village and 
town, is saying as never before— this 
thing must cease. An<l he is a great- 
er man fur saying so, if lie puts his 
word into action. 

" 'Honor has come back, as a king, to 
earth, 

And paid his subjects with a royal 
wage, 

And nobleness walks In uur ways 
again: 

And wc have come into our heri- 
tage.' 

Four Xccdy Funds. 

"Now for us wIjo remain. There is 
a great deal to do. The students re- 
sponded well to the appeal for Tra- 
falgar Day Fund, having given îJ.SOO. 
But there is much more calling lo us. 
There arc at least four great l''undi» 
that need immediate support — Hie 
Belgian Relief, the Serbian Relief, the 
Rod Cross branch 



An Interesting address on "The 
Functions of a University" was deliv- 
ered last night by Prof. Laskl, of Mc- 
Gill, to the Young People's Society of 
Montreal. U was an address that 
every student ought to have listened 
to, as it dealt with problems Uiat are 
of tho greatest interest to every col- 
lege man. 

In opening his lecture, Prof. Laski 
stated that many p«(»plc havo formed 
wrong conceptions as to what a uni- 
versity was. "Some, " he said, "regard 
it Hs an Institution where tees are paid 
and nothing got out o£ i(. — others 
consider it us a means whereby one 
can earn a living, after he has gradu- 
ated." But Prof, Laskl emphasized 
that these were entirely Avrong in 
their views. Ho went on to say that 
there were many problems, both" so- 
cial and industrial, wliich ought to 
engage 'he minds of all students while 
yet at the university. 

There were many signs of social aud 
industrial discontent in Canada, UnlU 
cd Stales and England, '\vhich were 
causing a great deal of anxiety in 
these countries. Even statesmen like 
Lloyd George bad come to tho con- 
clusion that those problems could be 
only solved in a certain way. "You 
wUl never undcrsland .locial condi- 
tions of ihc hvrnllclh cciiliny, unless 
It is studied iiwii.v fidiii ibe market- 
place," said I'rof. l,a:;Ki. ".\ui- arc 
these problems to Im left lo be soUed 
by newspaper men, \\ho arc not in a 
position to do :;o. But, the only way 
lo get at the bottom of your question 
is, to study it like a doctor studies his 
case, i.e., scioutlficall.v." 

"The young man," he conlluucd, 
"goes to the university in order to fit 
himself to become a good citizen. He 
goes there to be trained, whether he 
studies chemistry, physics, etc. But, 
whatever subject you lake up at tho 
untvorsily, it ought to be done with 
a 'view of making you fit to tackle 
future problems. Hence a certain 
amount of enthusiasm for your work 
Is necessary, if you aro to arrive al 
%ood results. So Important were llic 
actual problems that stared tiic world 
in tho face, that both men and women 
attending the university ought to be 
encouraged lo examine thcui, instead 
of c.vpcuding their energy on such 
comparative unpractical subjects as 
Crock and Latin. 

"Tho first problem to consider is. 
what uoriual amount of food is ucces- 
sai y for the laboring man. Are tho 
wages ho is receiving sufficient lo 
suiipori his wife and his children iu 
comfort? The second part of the 
problem is whelher he is receiving 
adequate clothing to stand the in- 
clemency of tho climate in which ho 
finds himself. Finally there is the 
question of cducaticjn, which is often 
beyond tho menus of tho ordinary 
worklngman. 

"*l>o socoud problem to be examin- 
ed is the referendum nnd recall s.vs- 
tem; whether It is a good, or Imd, 
thing, for the country." Prof. Laski 
stated that In the United States, where 
judges are generally controlled by 
largo corporations, it had often proved 
a political lailuic. 'I'hcrcforc it was 
belter lo avoid it iu Canada. 

The third problem he prupouiiilcd 
was. Why lia.siri C;iiiad;t developed a 
national literature? 'J'liif, ho auswcr- 
ed by stating that industrial revolu- 
tion before Canada had been suffi- 
ciently populated, was to blame. Had 
tho country bean populated before tho 
arrival tho industrial revolution, 
sho would have had a ualional litera- 
ture. 

After this ho wenLon to state that 
the student ought to lake an active 
Interest In social affairs at the college. 
For, the student was really the suc- 
cessful man Cf the community In the 
making. He must prepare himself so 
a.'s ^to take a leading part iu the com- 
munity wlicn ho graduated. 

Ho summed u|t Ills address at Ihc 
end by slating that the university is 
the real centre of tho comnuinily, and 
that it was the duly of tho aiitlioritics 
of the university lo try to leach tlir 
students to solve tlic problems lliat 
lay ahead. If this were done in the 
right spirit, the connnuulty at largo 
would havo all to gain.

Dean Clark Tells of 1,300 l'a- 
tients Treated Daily By 
Their Efficient Staff. 



Neva oJ: the tremendous work now 
beinc carried on by ibe University of 

Toronto Base Hospital at Saloniki was 
received by Dean Clarke, ot tlie To- 
ronto General Hospital, from one ot 
tbc leading doctors on the staff. 

Tlio letter says in part: "Our cases 
now average abuul 1.Û00 daily. The 
most of Uiem arc severe cases of 
frost-bite among tlie troops in the 
mountainous district to tbe north. 
They are sent down in convoys to us, 
and there has been a uiarlced increase 
ib the size of each convoy, and they 
now averasc 250 cases at a time. 

"The whole disposition of these 
cases now rests with us. Vi'c at first 
cleared them to hosjpital ships, but, as 
there arc no ships available uow, wo 
have to coiic wuh the whole ot I ho 
cases ourselves. 

"To do this wu buvr borrowed large 
store camps troin ibc ordiiaiico de- 
partment, aud fixed up beds with 
straw and tarpaulins. Wc have eight 
tents like ilii.'^ now in use in addition 
to our ordiuar.v tauvas. 

"The condiiions here arc cold even 
fur us, and the humidity is very great. 
Tbe soil is like putty. Our personnel, 
apart from a few minor casualties, is 
very well. 

"The nurses are suffering consider- 
ably from swollen bands due to the 
constant use of cold water and the 
low temperatures. Nothing, bowever, 
is tielug left undone that can be done 
for them. Tbcy are behaving mag- 
nificently, and every one has reason 
to be proud."

The 
immediate function of the association 
is 10 rc<.'rull a large uumbei' of men tor 
tbc camps next sununer, and though 
the exact scale upon Wihlch the camps 
will be held is in doubt owing 
to the fact that it is as yet unknown 
exactly what form legislation in Con* 
gicss will take, it is certain that In- 
btruction camps for civilians will form 
<t part of Ibo liermanént military pol- 
icy of the United States. 
In July, 1913, tbe first training 
S camp of the regular army for college 
and high scbool students was held on 
tbe field of Gettysburg. Tbe plan 
originated with Major-Oeneral Wood, 
U.S.A., and was pait of the effort to 
arouse the y-oung men of the nation to 
a sense of ihoir miliiary ves|)onsibili- 
ties. Ju a .students' camp was 

also held at Monterey, California, and 
in 3014 and TJIO similar camps were 
held in various parts of the count.iy. 
In June, 1915, a corresponding move- 
ment was started among the younger 
professional and business men. This 
imovonicnt spread through many 
ot the large cities of tbe coun- 
try and resulted in the Plattsburg 
training camps for business and pro- 
fcsbional men of 1915. On account of 
lack of time, preventing any well or- 
ganized effort, tbe camps were neces- 
sarily recruited in a haphazard man- 
ner, but nevertheless resulted In an 
attendance of 1,800 men at T'laiisburg. 
A hlgb standard of morale and sub- 
stantial military results were attained, 

Spread of Idea. 

Indirectly the Plailsburg idea brought 
about a similar camp al Fort Sheri- 
dan, 111., attended by 500 men, and 
similar movements in various parts of 
the country. A camp has been re- 
cently announced to be held at Port 
Oglethorpe, Ua., for Southern men, 
and plans are being marie for section- 
al camps on a large scale In tbe sum- 
mer of 1916. 

The scope of the work is immense. 
There are in the United States nearly
